A~Gas Well. 


About sir miles from Tltiuville, on a tributary 


to Caldwcll Creek, are the lands of the Drake 
I'clroleum Company. The manager, Mi. Charles 
F. Dodge, has put down several wells upon this 
property, but without getting oillu paying qnnu- 
tities. The last one promised so well lhat a 
Roberts Torpedo was put in it, since which the 
well has been spouting salt water and blowing 
gas in a mofat extraordinary manner. Our In- 
formant pronounces it a phenomenon never he- 
lore witnessed in the oil region. 
The roar is 


compared lo Ihe blowing olf of a safely valve of 
a locomotive; Iho force of Ihc gas blew the last 
one hundred and Iwonty feet of the sucker-rod, 
out of the well; hut the final test of Us force 
was the placing a board on the top of the tubing 
upon which a man weighing one hundred and 
sixty pounds sat down and the gas lifted his 
weight, showing a pressure of over sixty pounds 
to tlic square inch, snfllcient to run a twenty- 
horse power engine. 
A jolut was connected 


with the tubing, taking about half the gas, which 
was then lighted, nnd sent up a flame of twenty- 
live feet. Old operators Ihlnk there must be 
something behind this salt water and gas, aud 
that Ihc well is upon or near tho oil belt, run- 
ning from Dennis Kun to Church Run.

In the combustion of coal and wood as ordina- 


rily used, the amount of heat which they give oil 
is generally expressed by the number ol pounds 
of water which is raised In temperature from 32 
to 213 degrees Fahrenheit by one pound of the 
fuel. The average number of pounds of water 
raised to this temperature by one pound of wood 
Is 30, l.y one pound of coal 70 and by one pound 
of petroleum, when totally consumed, ?30,so that 
bv weight petroleum will evaporate twenty-live 
times a» much water as wood and tou times as 
much as coal. 
Taking this for a basis we will now look at the
